We willsay this, how- 
ever, since the subject makes it cunvenient, 
that the democratic party might very well 
study the methods that enabled the republican 
party to secure an indorsement at the ballot 
box of the great crime of inaugurating a 
fraudulent presideat. We should be very 
glad if the democratic leaders could be as 
successful in persuading the voters of the 
country to indorse the blatant blunders of 
democratic congressmen. They have lament- 
ably failed thus far. Will Editor Watterson, 
who seems to be interested in the situation, 
tell us why? 


THE FALL RIVER STRIKE. 

Ir is very clear that the manufacturers at 
Fall River are not seriously dissatisfied with 
the strike. They deplore it in their talks 
with the newspaper men, but itis plain that 
the situation suits them admirably, since it 
will bring about precisely the result which 
adu'l market would have forced them to. 
They say,io effect, that they are sick and 
tired of seeing Fall River made the elbow for 
the manufacturers at other places; but what 
would you haye? The cotton goods business 
is greatly depressed, and the depres- 
sion covers ail branches of production. 
Something had to be done. The Fall River 
mill men say they wanted to meet,the emer- 
gency with the proper remedy, namely, to 
bring production down toa point warranted 
by the demands of consumers, but they didn’t 
know how this remedy could be appiied, It 

‘ was their desire to stop production rather 
than cat down wages, but other manufac- 
turing centres concluded to pursue another 
course. . 

It is manifest that the controlling spirits 
of New England cotton manufacture are in 
theair so far as their jadgment is concerned. 
If over-production is the cause of low prices 
it is difficult to see how a reduction of wages 
can be regarded as a 
remedy, unless the reduction is 
made for the sole purpose of bringing about 
astrike. If this was the purpose of the Fall 
River manufacturersit is not to be denied 
that their efforts have been crowned with 
success. But it is very questionable success. 

There are fifty-three mills in Fall River, 
and the strike was begun by the operatives of 
all the mills but ten. Since then other mills 
have joined the strikers, and the spinners 
have been joined by the weavers. Thastrike 
isa very orderly one so far as its outward 
manifestations are concerned; but it is 
not the less disorganiaing. This 
is not the first. nor the second, strike at Fall 
River, but it may be taken for granted that 
no strike leaves labor in as good condition as 
itfound it. Worse than all, it confuses the 


relations betweea employers and employes 
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and builds np issues that are reasonable into 
eonflicts that are irrepressible, 
It is true thatthe New Epgland mills are 
earning small and precarious dividends, but 
this fact, it seems to us, ought to prompt the 
manegers to cultivate the kindlest relations 
with the men on whom they depend. There 
will undoubtedly come a time when the man- 
agers and stockholders of the New England 
mills will reap the fruits of 
more than one period of folly. One of 
their excuses is the competition ot the south- 
ern mills, but they surely cannot hope to 
cure southern competition by throwing their 
labor out of gear. This is folly if the exctise 
isgenuine. Southern competition can only 
be seasoned and strengthened by such tur- 
moil and demoralization as must inevitably 
attend the idleness of the operatives of forty 
or fifty large mills. 

NEWSPAPER POSTAGE. 
In these days of supplements no person 
who sends a transient copy of a newspaper is 
at all sure that his packege will not be 
dumped into the waste basket. If a paper 
exceeds in the least two Ounces in weight it 
is subject to double postage—to two cents, in 
other words;and if itdoes not beara two- 
cent stamp it is consigned t o the waste box. 
Unlike a letter, itis not forwarded with di- 
rection to collect any shortage in postage. 
The rate on newspaper matter is not only 
high, but all the severity of the government 
is brought to bear against it, especially against 
transient papers. Most people think the 
copies they mail to friends are forwarded 
whether the postage paid is sufficient or not, 
and they wonder at the non-arrival oi the 
packages. The popular belief is, that one 
cent is the newspaper rate, as two cents is 
the letter rate. The postmaster-general ap- 
preciated the situation when in his annuai 
report he recommended that the rate on tran- 
sent papers be one cent per three ounces, 
The western associated press urge tbat the 
three-ounce rate be supplemented 
with a provision that when 
the postage is insuflicient the 
paper shall be forwarded and the deficiency 
collected from the receiver. All newspaper 
postage is very high, and out of preportion to 
the present rates of letter postage; and ifcon- 
gress should determine upon more liberal 
rates, it would result in such an increase ot 
newspaper matter offered for trausmission 
that no loss of revenue would be experienced. 
As newspapers are relied on to carry informa- 
tion to the people, it would seem to be good 
policy to deal liberally and fairly with them. 
The people certainly donot demand that 
heavy taxes be imposed in the shape of pos- 
tage upon the circulation of newspapers.

Buta 
vast number of women wear much larger shoes, 
Sometimes youfind a perfectly proportioned woman 
of medium height who wears ones. About 
one grown woman in 10,0C0 
cau wear this nuinber, Many 
women are ruining the shapeof their feet by wear 
ing buttoned gaiters. The continual pressure of 
the buttons causes the flesh to spread and flatten 
and the bones to yield, until finally a well shaped 
foot becomes positively ugly. A shoe that laces up 
in front is bad enough, but it is better than the 
buttoned gaiters. A shoe that laces up at the side 
is the best shoe of all. There is, however, one 
simple, cheap and effective remedy for corns, 
bunions and misshapen feet. By soaking the feet 
every nightin hot water for fifteen minutes and 
using Soap freely corns and bunions will disappear 
and ail parts of the feet resume their _mormal pro- 
portions. But properly made shoes must be worn 
all the time.

MODEL HOSPITALS. 


Rey. George L. Chaney Makes an Ablo Discourse on 
Meospitals in General. ' 

Rev. George L. Chaney delivered a most interest- 
ing and instruciive discourse Sunday night on 
hospitals. Pending the discussion of the subject 
now going on his remarks were especially interest- 
ing. After speaking of the history of hospitals at 
cousiderabie length he said: 

‘anairy settiement—high and dry—protected 
from the full force of the windsby a stre'chof 
woods and yet open asthe day to the sun, from 
carly morn to dewy eve; with no room about the 
ground for standing water, but a vigilant direc'ion 
to ‘move on’’ toevery loafing pool that tries to 
#'ay about the premises, country fcod prepared by 
eity experts lu the art; trained nurses, skilled 
physicians, no house capable of holding more than 
tweuty or thirty paticntsand neverrising above a 
second story at the highest.. Covered walks if 
need be: from houseto house, but with ample 
space between for sunlight and pure air! (Evil 
commuvications corru pt good hcspitsls.) 

These are some of the conditions of merciful hos- 
pital care and successiul cure. Of course they can 
not be obtained in thecenter of avy largecity, but 
they can befuvund in the suburbs) There might 
be a smajl ante hospital in the city, where cases 
that would not bear removal or that could be more 
conveniently treated there should to taken. But 
the sanitarian proper, the health town, village of 
Recovery—call it what jou will—should be on the 
Mountof Olives oreven as far away as Bethany, 
rather than on Mount Zion or within the city walls 

Itsceems aS if the radiautridges which center in 
this city were exactly plauned to render ali things 
possible in the way of security in health and 
recovery from disease. They give the very fall 
which cities built upon a plain lack for their safe 
andspeedy draisage. They do half the work al- 
ready in this direction, end only ask the sensible 
co-operation of their inhabitants to comple the 
task. Add the temperate eiimate so happily removed 
from eitner extreme of heat or cold, and witha 
larger number of pleasant days to the year than 
mest places are blessed with, and it seems 
as if Atlanta were specially called to show this 
world what man and nature togethercan doin 
the way of recucing humen mortality. Only make 
the life and habits cf this people as temperate as 
their climate, and their sanitary precautions as 
efficient as the lay of the land invites, and | see no 
reason why any body should die in Atlanta for any 
other cause than oldage. Imeapn in the coming 
time. It will take a generation or two to undo the 
errors of the past. Atalleventsitcan oe shown, 
and speedily shown, that a hospital builtand man 
aged under such favorivg circumstances will take 
high rank amorg the life prolonging agencies of 
the world. Unhappily citiesare likesheep. They 
follow one anotner over the wall, even though they 
lead to destruction on the other side. And I 
nothing but lack of means to save this enterpris- 
ing city fromemulatirgand imitating the biun- 
dersof London and New York, unless, happily, 
the sober common sense and enlightened human- 
ity of its wiser citizens shall arrest the architectual 
ambition which would fain have a building to 
please the eve of the visiting sightseer, rather thau 
one that will heal the eyes of the unfortunate in- 
mae, 

The cottage er pavilion plan, if adopted by the 
architects and trustees of the coming bospital, will 
have room for as many additionsin the coming 
time as the growth of thecity andits increasing 
means may demand, Its ample grounds, jike a 
college campus, will welcome new dormitories as 
fast as they are needed. Ali varieties of sickness 
as of people might be accommodated in its broad 
domain withou’ injury or prejudice to one an- 
other. And thusthe whole city, in iftstruly civic 
proportion and charecter, would be represented in 
iw noblest charity, With all out-of-doors at its dis- 
posaland suitable building sites on all outlying 
spars, why shovld Atlanta build a great folly in 
the shape of a central city hospital or a great crime, 
for so it would prove, in the shape of. a suburban 
caravansary for tramp:, imbeciles and invalids, 

I hope if any tramp or able beggar find their way 
to the vi'iage of refuge where the sick are made 
well, it will be either to work orto move on. 

One other plea forour hospital park: Wherever 
it is, there shall be a road leading to it, 
which shail not destroy beforehand all the pa- 
tient’s chance of recovery. On someof the roads 
leading from the city a man might start ia with 
ouly one broken Jimb and arrive at his destina- 
tion with several. Going to the hespital under 
such circumstances would not prove a healing pro- 
cess, Anea y ambulance, as prompt to reach tbe 
scene ofan accident es the fire department is to 
the fire, and a level road at ail seasons of the year, 
are among the securities ol acity hoscitel. 

When these couditions, naturaliand artificial. are 
met, and there is every facility foc meeting them 
in aud around the city, Atlanta will have a gener- 
al hospitel with a system oftreatment whicno will 
lead aud instruct olderas well as newer institutions 
ofcure. Tbhinkiors moment of a cHmate that 
will allow open windews tine months out of 
twelve, aclimate whose dullest season is enlivened 
by freeks of consoling sunshine, and whose sum- 
mer days are dipped in cooling night; then 
adda race of men whoare grateful apd careful 
enough not to poison what God has made so whole- 
same and fair, and surely it isnot too much to be- 
lieve in length ofdays and gift of salvation for 
such aland and people. I confidently auticipate, 
and prophesy forsuch a conatry the b>st of ail 
sanitariumsin the land, And vhenintimeitsoun 
daughters shali give themscives to the vouation of 
uursing with the same professional ardor and 
high ambition with which itssons take up the 
equelly dignified vocation of medicine, the model 
of hospital treatment will be here. 

Already training schools for nursesare drawing to 
their classes strong and dé¢vyoted women from 
every section of ourcountry. They will return. 
with others like them to theirtowns which sent 
them forth, end repeat by their mother’s door her 
lessons of self-sacrifice supplemented by the teach- 
ings of their schools. It will net be long before 
the warin-harted daughters of the south, with or 
without the discipline and regulations of sister 
hoods and order of deaconesses, will take np the 
hig yvoeat on ef stiifa' nursing. Thev will read 
of the lives and l«bors of Mrs. Fry. and Sistera Do- 
ra and Florence Nighiingale and Sieure Angelique 
of Port Royal, and their humane enthusiasm will 
se*k to share in such minisiries as theirs.

A cousiderable sensaiion was made Sunday night 
by a young Hebrew named Joseph Magath, who 
preached at Trinity church on the ‘‘ Mistakes of the 
Jews,’ 
There are two of these young men, named Jos. 
eph aud Julius, who are workin as missionaries 
for the Christian religion, which faith they have 
embraced. 
The announcement in Sunday's ConstrTuTion 
that a Jew would preach at Trinity had the effect 
of filling the church to overflowing, a considerable 
number of Jews being in the congregation. The 
preacher, who Was about twenty five years old, 
began by saying that the Jews were a se- 
parate and distinct race among the peoples 
of the earth and that they must, by the 
nature of things, remain separate and 
ditinct. That they are a people without a country 
and withouta kingand find no where on earth a 
home in,which they are always undisturbed except 
in this glorio 1s republic. He then proceeded TO say 
that he had been much disturbed by the oppression 
under which his people labored and had turned for 
comfort to the new testament of the Bible, desiring 
io study the Christian religion and _  fee}l- 
ing willipgtoembreace anything that his reason 
2nd conscience ‘could iudorse in order to bave 
peace, and he found there more than he hed looked 
for. He had embraced the Christian religion and 
found comfort and sympathy and hope inzit. The 
mistake of the Jews, he argued,was their refusal to 
study and iook for light. The corner stone of the 
Jewish religion was that the religion of tbe 
fathers must not be disturbed. That was their mis 
take. They should investigateandstudy. That be 
had doneand under the disclosures that he met he 
embraced the Christian religion, and had since 
been an earvest Missionary in the cause. He said 
that four hundred thousand Jews had 
brought to the Christian religion from the faith of 
their fathers, . 

He stated that the society that he represented had 
established a reading room in this city, which 
woul?t’be under the charge of his brother. Hein- 
vited all Jews or others to make themselvesat home 
thereand tostudy the books that were there to be 
fonnd. He left last night for Alabama, being on a 
a through the south. His brother will remain 

ere. 
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HOW THE JEWS TOOK IT. 

Considerable curiosity was ex pressed in reference 

to the impression the discourse made on the Jews. 
who heard it, 

Mr. Regenstein, of Regenstein & Kuta, attended 
the meeting, and wasapparently one of the closest 
listeners. Said he to a CONSTITUTIONN man yester- 
day : 

“This young manu jis a Russian Jew, but whence 
he cometh or whither he goeth, 1 know not. He 
says there*have been 400,000 Jews converted. 
i will wager a hundred dollars to one that he 
has pot converted ten in the whole 
United States. He endeavors to create the impres- 
sion that the Jews do not like the Christians, that 
there are animosities between them. I employ 
Jewsynd Gentilesin my store and some of the 
GentilesI love more than the Jews. Iask no 
man what hiscreedis. I once bad a man who did 
not believe ina God and yet he would not have 
lied fortae whole city. ‘ihe young nian’s @is- 
course made no impression that I know vuf,’’ 

Mr. Isaac Steinoecimer said: ; 

‘lwentto bearsomething new but | did not 
hear it. Iwill not say that the young men are not 
sincere. They are simply misgnided. I noticed 
several errorsin his statements. He said the Jews 
of the olden time? were ignorant as regarded the 
Bible. That was a mistake as everyone knows. He 
said the Hebrew people hated the Christian relig- 
ion. Thatisuntrue. Our religion teaches us to 
love all mankind regardjiess of creeds. He 
said that there are thousands of Jewish 
people embracing the Christian faith. That is not 
true.’ 

“How far wrong was he in his estimate of 
400 000?’ 

‘He missed it at least 375.609. Ido not think 
there have been 25.000 Jews converted in the last 
five vears.’’ 

“In what light do the Jews regard Christ’’’ asked 
the reporter. ‘‘Do they look upon him asa wicked 
impostor?’’ 

“No. He didnothing and taught nothing that was 
wicked. We regard him as we do Luther. He wasa 
great reformer, but he was not the promised Mes. 
siah in onr opinion. We do not believe that there 
Was anything miraculous in his birth, and we do 
not believe that he performed the miracles that 
are credited to him ”’ 

‘What is the Jewish religion briefly stated ?’’ 

‘We believe in the unity of God and the brother- 
hood of the whole human race.”’

A DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING. 

Phere can be no voubt of one thingand that 
sthatthe building will be grand and im- 
poring in aAppearabce. ; 

Its proportions are fine and its architectural 
lesign in every way stately and dignified. The 
walls are four stories high, with a parapet 
running all around, giving it a soiled and sub 
stantial appearance. From the center an 
mmense dome almost exactly like the dome 
of the capitol at Washing:on rises toa height 
of 240 feet. In fact, the building rgéminds 
me of tbe capitol at Washingten. city and 
its general make up easi!y sbows 4be purposes 
for which it was designed. The style is 
classic, of the order of Corinthian, and pre- 
ents beauty, strength and barmony. ‘the 
yuter walis of the building will be faced with 
yranite and marble and backed up with brick 
work. The cornices, parapet walls, base and 
superstructure of dome will also be of matr- 
ble. Tnere are four entrances, the principal 
eu'rance being on Washington street. The 
entrances will be by broad granite steps of 
easy ascent, leading to the grand corridors of 
the main floor, The principal entrance atthe 
Washington street front will be 
about fifty-five feet .in width, leading 
to the grand portico, The pedement of this 
portico is supported by six polished marble 
columns with carved capitols, the tympanum 
richiy orpamented with the Ssiate coat ol 
arms and bistoric adornments represented by 
igures of Justice, Peace, Science, Law, and 
Liberty. 

The dome is a distinguisbed feature and 
will be constructed in accordance with the 
best examples of architecture, and entirely 
detached from all other walis of the building. 
Access to the gallery of dome and lantern is 
by easy stairways. The four floors of the 
building will be used as foliows: In the base 
ment will be arranged the steam boilers, 

umps, fans and engines, fuel and storage 
rooms, all entirely above ground. On the 
first floor will be located ali of the executive 
offices of the state, the governor the first 
on the right as one enters from Washington 
street. On the second floor will be 
located the legislative halls, state library, su- 
preme court room, and the various rooms re- 
quired in connection therewith. On the 
third floor will be located committee roonis, 

anitor rooms and the galieries of the legisia- 
tive balls. 
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THE HALL OF THE HOUSE 

Will be located directly over the Wasbing- 
ton street entrance, and the senate chamover 
will be direct!v over the McDonough street ep 
trance. Tbe dimensions of the building will 
be as follows: Washington and McDonough 
treet fronts three bundred and thirty feet, 
the Mitchel! and Hunter street fronts one 
hundred and sixty feet. The building will 
‘ace the west, The height of the dome tothe 
top of the lantern will be two bundred and 
forty feet. The diameter of the dome at the 
base seventy-five feet, the diameter of the 
rotunda fifty feet, the height of the base- 
ment twelve feet, height of the principal story 
seventeen feet, the heizht of the second story 
eighteen feet; the height of the third story 
sixteen feet; heighth of house -of represent- 
atives forty two feet; the senate chamber 
forty-two feet; the supreme court room 
thirty-nine feet, and the state library thirty- 
nine feet 

The legislative halls and ali rooms are 
lighted directly from theoutside. The archi- 
tects bave carefully introduced in the inte- 
rior arrangements all the modern improve- 
ments in heating and ventilation, plumbing, 
elevators for passengers and freight, grates in 
each and every room, including the legisla- 
tive halls, library and supreme court room, 
and every other convenience known to the 
wants of a building of this character. The 
building will be fireproof throughout,al! tloars, 
ceilings and roofs being constructed with iron 
beams and girders and fireproofed, no wood 
peing introduced except for doors, frames, 
sashes. blinds, floors in offices and the seating 
of halls and galleries and the shelviog in il- 
brary. Every room in the building will se- 
eure direct sunlight during some portions of 
the day. The entire building will be warmed 
in addition to the grates by direct and indi 
rect radiation’ and ithe system of ventilation 
perfect in each room and corridor. 

MORE IN DETAIL. _ 

Perhaps the clearest way to give an idea of 
the building is to take the reader through it 
as far as it is possible to do with the aid only 
ofa Faber pencil.

Now that the plan of the building is se- 
lected a great question is disposed of and out 
O {the way. 

The question now is what next? 

Mr. Edbrook willjg> before the commission 
to-day aod will hear in detail their ideas for 
the future. It may be that there will bea 
few minor changes, but the general plan will 
Dot be altered. The com mission 
will now have to select a superintend- 
ing architect to see tuat the plans of the cupi- 
‘ol are carried out, and it is supposed that 
Mr. Edbrook will be chosen. He iS & gen- 
beman of skill and ability, and had the 
Lbighest indorsements of any architect who 
entered plans. He will proceed at once upon

AS TO GEORGIA MATERIAL. 

“Are ail the conmusrsioners pleased with 
the design?” asked a ConsTITUTION man of a 
member of the board Jast night. 

We regard the 
design usin every way suited, and it was 
unanimously adopted. We think it willgive 
the state a very handsome capitol.”’ 

What about Georgia material?” 

‘We have received no bids yet but I under- 
Stand that the Georgia granite and marble 
men bave their figures pretty high. In fact

light.’’ 

“Is there any doubt about the commission 
using Georgia material ?’’

OLD CAPITOLS IN GEORGIA. 

It is not generaily Known that Georgia has 
had tive capitals, aluhcugh sbe has owned 
only two capitol buildings. The first capical 
was Savannah, the second : 
the third. at county. 
At none of these places did the state own 
a building. W hile legislature 
was ka session Louisville 
in 1805 an appropriation was 
made fur a capitol, and Milledgevilie was se- 
lected by an actof the general assembly. The 
sum appropriated was $60,000. Ibat was 
what the jirst Georgia capitol cost. It was 
subsequently added to considerably. The 
legislaiure first met in it in 1807. It also 
was built by a commission. In 1850 
the legislature appropriated $10,000 for an 
executive mansion, but that building cost 
$50,000 before it was com pleted. 

Milledgeville was the fourth capitol and 
Atlanta the fifth. Itis probable that the 
capitol has come to Atlanta to stay.
